Livingston had charge under congress 


of the conduct of the country's fort-tgu 
affairs; he gave advice and information 
to consres*: he was the medium for in- 
structing our ministers abroad and of 
communicating with the French minis- 
ter in this country; he had au ottice 
with assistants aisd clerks aud a sys- 
tematically organized executive depart- 
ment. 


Let the editor of the Diplomatic Cor- 


resjioiidence of the American Ilevoiu- 
tion. Dr. Francis \Vhartou. describe the 
father of the state department: 


"Livingston." he says, "though a 


much younger man than Franklin, pos- 
sessed in his dispassionateness aud his 
many sidednt-ss not a few of Frank- 
lin's characteristics. 
From his prior 


administrative experience as royalist 
recorder of New York he had at least 
some acquaintance with practical gov- 
ernment in America; his thorough stud- 
ies as scholar aud jurist gave him a 
knowledge of administrative politics 
in other spheres. As secretary of for- 
eign affairs in 17S1-S3 he did more 
than any one in the home government 
in shaping its foreign policy. 
But the 


system he indicated Tvas * * * not the 
'militia' system of unsophisticated im- 
pulse, but tbar which the law of na- 
tions had at the time sanctioned as 
the best mode of conducting interna- 
tional affairs. His course as secretary 
was based on the law of nations as 
thus understood by him." — Gaillard 
Huut in Harper's Magaziue.
